Thare is no difference in the position 


of the Republican party and the trusts 
to the people, as the party provides 
methods and 
means 
whereby 
the 


money is taken from the people, and 
the trusts take it from the treasury. 
The late work of congress and the 
stsel and iron trusts have placed tbe 
treasury as completely in the hands of 
the party and the trusts as it is pos- 
sible hy legislation to do so. 


The Senate and the House could not 


agree on the price that should be paid 
to the steel and iron trusts for the 
required &teel and iron for new ships 
for the navy. The trusts were de- 
manding outrageous prices, $545 to 
$600 per ton, for steel and iron, which 
was deemed to be beyond reason by 
those who knew the values of these 
products. A number of conferences 
had been entered npon by committees 
from the Senate and Houae on tbe 
subject, to no purpose. No agreement 
seemingly could be arrived at by these 
committees. 


A fourth report was made to the 


Senate declaring a disagreement by 
the committees, when a compromise 
w*a offered by Mr. Penrose of Penn 
sylvania which included the plan o 
the trusts and Hanna with others in 
the scheme. 
The compromise wa 


adopted by the Senate, which passes 
over to the Secretary of the Navy all 
matters connected with contracts for 
steel and iron for the new ships. There 
is 
$17,000,000 to $20,000,000 in con- 


tracts to be awarded for steel and 
iron. 


There is not on record such work by 


any government of a civilized people 
in the history of nations. The treas- 
ury of the United States is in truth 
turned over to tho Secretary of the 
Navy and tbe trusts. The secretary 
will represent the administration and 
the party, while the trusts will take 
oare of themselves. The power o° tne 
Secretary of the Navy is without limit 
respecting the price that may be paid 
lor steel and iron. There is a proviso 
in the plan that gives to the secretary 
the right to construct a government 
plant for the manufacture of steel and 
iron for government purposes, should 
he be unable to make contracts with 
the trusts, which is intended as a lever 
npon the trusts when the donation for 
campaign purposes to be made by the 
troita comes up for adjustment. 


There is appropriated by the amend- 


ment $1,000,000 to buy a site and con- 
struct a plant for the use of the 
government for steel and iron produc- 
tion for naval and other purposes. Tbe 
provision made for a government plant 
is a fraud upon its face, as there is 
nothing said aboat the place where the 
plait shall 
be built, or aboat its 


dimensions, or about anythiag con- 
nec'ed with it, which is another mon- 
strous power conferred without limit 
or direction. 
When the fraudulent 


compromise was adopted, it was re- 
ported that Senators Hanna, Elkins, 
Scott and others were very much 
pleased over the result. There will be 
more cause for investigation in the 
near future than there ia now in Cuba.

GETS 
POINT 


This Mine Has Played an Impor- 


tant Part in Political His= 


tory of Nevada. 


Tho Grown Point mine htis passed 


into the hands of tha Sharon people, 
and the hoisting works will bs dis- 
mantlod; the mine will bo worked 
through tho Yellow Jacket shaft. New 
electricnl machinery is to b* put iuto 
the Yellow Jdoket and Beluhur stui'u, 
and will be operated by cheap power 
from the Truckee River General Elec- 
tric Company. 


The Oarson Appeal speaks thusly of 


these mines: 


The history of these mines almost 


comprises ths political history of the 
State. For many years these mines 
rocked the stock market and millions 
changed hands with the stock fluctua- 
tions of these properties. 


For years there was a perpetual 


struggle between the Jones and Sharon 
factions. Some times one was on top 
and some times the other. 
Sharon 


reached the Senate, and so did Jonea. 


It is held by politicians that the cap- 


taring of CrownPoint is a shrewd move 
on the part of the Sharon forces to 
put Jonea in a position where he will 
have no foothold on the Qomstook two 
years from now, when there is ex- 
pected to be a fight between Jones and 
Newlands for the senatorship. The 
Newlands people claim the Jones real- 
idence really belongs to the Crown 
Point mine; and that he will have to 
build a new house to claim residence 
in Nevada. 


The Jones people say that Crown 


Point, being a played-out mine, is no 
longer a factor in the control of the 
Oomstock, and that the Jones people 
could have easily retained it had they 
been disposed to have made a fight for 
it. As for the house, they say it is 
Jones' private residence and does not 
belong to the Crown Point Mining 
Company at all, and that the company 
will not claim it. 


Despite all talk to the contrary, it is 


generally believed that the capture of 
Crown Point by Sharon is at least a 
kopje lost by the Jones forces, but how 
important it may be as a factor in the 
fight of two years from now remains to 
be determined.
